The Moultonboro Library’s report for 1967 shows a 
marked increase in use over the preceding year despite its 
crowded condition. 


The School library branch is in its ninth year with Mrs. 
Isabelle Behr, Mrs. Hazel Dale and Mrs. Mae Nelson in at- 
tendance. This year 6106 books were loaned to students and 
teachers. | am wondering if the townspeople realize the value 
of this donated time in dollars and cents. 


The library has received the donations of fine books from 
several sources. Among the donors were Mrs. Harold Monroe, 
Mr. and Mrs. Randolph Stone, Mr. and Mrs. Stanley Heath, 
Mrs. Freda Hayden, the family of Miss Elizabeth Burbeck 
and several others. 


Memorial books were given in memory of Mrs. Myra Ba- 
con by Mrs. William Courchene and Mrs. Inez Aston by Mrs.

On May 30, 1967 the first meeting of the newly reacti- 
vated Planning Board was held at the town office. Mr. Wm. 
Visser was elected to the chairmanship for one year and 
Selectman Smart appointed a member of the board, exofficio 
for one year. 


At the outset the meetings were of a general discussion 
type and much time was devoted to collecting information and 
becoming familiar with community planning procedures. It 
was at this time that the board learned that when the Plan- 
ning Board was reactivated by the town vote this act auto- 
matically compels the board, within the limits of its ap- 
propriation, to draw up a master (Comprehensive) plan for 
the town of Moultonboro. A Master Plan is a guide to develop- 
ing a town which usually takes two years or more to perfect 
and entails analyzing the town including physical features, 
services and highways to determine the assets as well as the 
problem areas, both present and future. It also necessitates 
the purchase of several maps with which to work. After such 
a study the Board then presents its findings and recommend- 
ations to the town and it is up to the voters to accept or re- 
ject them. Studies of a Planning Board are all directed toward 
development and implementation of a master plan for a town. 
It is important for the residents to remember a Planning 
le is only in an advisory capacity, and cannot make any 
aws. 


Your Board felt it only right to get the views of our 
residents on pertinent subjects and spent several meetings 
compiling the Community Survey which was mailed out on 
December 7, 1967. The response percentage-wise was excel- 
lent, but we were disappointed that more didn’t take this 
opportunity to express their opinions. 


To obtain the general feelings of our nonresident tax- 
payers, which is over 75% of tax income in town, the board 
also mailed 100 questionnaires at random to folks from differ- 
ent areas of town.

The Board had several guests attend meetings in the 
first eight months with an average of one visitor per month. 


In July Mr. David Scott, a representative from D.R.E.D. 
attended one of the sessions. He brought a sizable amount of 
material to better acquaint the members with Planning Board 
Procedures. After briefly going over these pamphlets and 
books the remainder of the evening was spent discussing the 
problems, both present and future, of our town and the pos- 
sible ways of presenting them to the voters. This meeting 
with Mr. Scott was most fruitful and we are sure the infor- 
mation gained will help to guide us in the future. 


Dr. George Geyer and Prof. Robert Monier from the In- 
stitute for Research and Services at St. Anslems College in 
Manchester asked to meet with the Board. It was at this 
time that we learned that Moultonboro had been selected out 
of nine towns in a similar category, residential-seasonal-re- 
creation, in the State for a study financed by the Federal 
Government. The outcome of this meeting was that we were 
asked to cooperate by notifying the Institute when a problem 
came up — if it was solved and how it was done. It is hoped 
the results of this survey will help other towns, in the same 
category, to cope with similar problems. 


The Planning Board meets the first and third Thursday 
of each month at the town offices and will welcome anyone 
who wishes to stop in be it to praise, criticize or suggest.

Keep matches away from young children.
